And being SenjiUe , That the fame cannot be otherwife Remedied, 
than by Reducing of ad Foreign Coins to the fame Current Rate 
within ad Our Dominions in America ; And the Principal Off* 
cers of Our Mint having laid before Us a Table of the Ealue of 
the feveral Foreign Coins which vfuadyTnfs in Payments in Our 
faid Plantations, according to their Weight,- and the Affays 
made of them in Our Mint, thereby Jhewing the jujl Proportion 
which each Coin ought to have to the other, which is as fodow-

The Friend, No. VI. 

By James Littlejohn, Efq ; 

T HERE h no more fafhionable to- 
pic of converiknoa than the praife of 
cand jur and lit>erality, and the condemna- 
tion of prejudice and contraction. My ha- 
bitual attention to manners has frequently 
led me critically to examine the diite ent 
meanings annexe 1 , to thefe terms by differ- 
ent perfons. This examination has convin- 
ced me that they are ufed with bonifications 
totally oppolite, and that many perfons, if 
they were prdperly uaderltood, would be 
found to patronize prejudice under the name 
of candour, and to iligmatize candour under 
the name of prejudice. " 

Candour may be defined, a difpofition of 
'mind, ^'hich willingly allows to every argu- 
ment, caufe, and character, its real weight 
and importance. It ought here to be re- 
marked, that it is wholly a difpofition, is 
bv no means neceffarily connected with ge- 
nius, or learning ; but is found in every de- 
gree of abilities, both natural and acqui- 
red. 

If this definition be juft, nothing can be 
more remote from candour than the ideas 
often affixed to it, nor can any thing be 
more correfpondent with it than the conduft, 
which is often cenfuredas the height of pre- 
judice. 

Truth is of great and inefiimable import- 
ance ; and error is not only worthless, but 
contemptible. Candour mull of courle eft- 
eem truth of the highefl worth, and adiiere 
to it with the utmoft fixity. A conflant ad- 
herence to truth being therefore the necefla- 
ry conduft of candour, indifference to truth 
is its immediate oppolite. Virtue is of infi- 
nite value, dignity, and iovelinefs. Accor- 
ding to thefe characteriftics mull it be view- 
ed by candour, and every view of it, which 
varies frortvthefe charaiteriftics, fo far varies 
from the views of candour. In conformity 
with thefe remarks, the Being, who is poff- 
effed of infinite candour, regards truth and 
virtue with infinite complacency, and vice 
and error with infinite loathing. In his ad- 
herence to truth and virtue, there is p.o va- 
riation, or inter million, nor the lead; relax- 


ation in his hatred of error and vice. 

Hence the ftrifldl adherence to a good 
caufe, and the firmeil oppoiition to a bad 
one, is not only a conformity to the moil 
perfect candour, but its neceffary didate. 

B nevolus is a perfon of eminent know- 
edge and virtue. To his eye, Truth is or- 
namented with charms wholly irrefiltiblc ; 
and a virtuous acliou recommends its author 
to him more than the pofleflion of a feepter. 
His heart and hand are always open to the 
wants, and the welfare of mankind ; and 
even the worft of wretches, in real diftrefs, 
will ever command his alfillance. An ar- 
gument fairly exhibited to hirn will be al- 
lowed its full weight, and, in fpite of au- 
thority, or multitude, an opinion fupported 
by evidence will receive his affent. Viitue, 
even in rags, iuftinftively engages his rev- 
erence ; and I have often feen him pull off 
his hat, with a very complaifant bow, to an 
honed beggar. But he pays no refpeft to 
folly, nor allows it in any circumfiances the 
titles of wifdom. Of all men living per- 
haps he regards villainy with the leall ccm- 
plaifancc, and the lead indulgence. He 
neither dares, norwifhes to fay, let the opi- 
nions of thole around be ever fo different 
from his own, that among various fenti- 

rnents he thinks there is no preference. 

As he knows that pradtices are wholly the 
refu’t of principles, that truth is the natu- 
ral parent of viitue, and error of vice, no 
temptation could induce him to exprefs an 
indifference concerning fubjefts of fuch 
mighty importance. To the : orce of argn- 
ment, could it be produced, he would yield 
up his philofophy, his politics, or even his 
religion ; but to fafitionable opinion, or to 
the merb names of great men, he would 
not concede the difference between tweedle- 
dum and twcedle-dee. He would cheer- 
fully fpend a day, or even a week, in per- 
fuaciing a perfon, whom he efleemed errone- 
ncous, that his principles were miftaken, 
and that others were juft ; and fhould all his 
endeavours fail of fucccfs, he would flill 
treat his antagonill with entire civility, and 
tender him every office cf goed will. Ti he 
reputed improbability, or the difreputable 
novelty of an opiu on, has no influence on 
his ficrnfinles, or his belief; and, could but 
reasonable evidence be offered, he would 
recede from every opinion lie has once ent- 


ertained, and admit Hume was a man of 
candour, Voltaip.e a philofopher, the 
earth fupported by a great turtle, or the 
moon a large cheele, frefh from a W elfhwo- 
man’s dairy. 

Gal lio entered the years of manhood 
juft before the late war commenced. De- 
bates at that time ran high, and every cir- 
cle teemed with politics, warmth, and con- 
tention. The caufe was mighty and inter- 
efting, involving property, freedom, hap- 
pineis, and life. On fuch an occafion, vir- 
tue demanded feeling, and to be indifferent 
was felfifhnefs and malevolence. In the 
courfe of numerous debates, at which Gal- 
lio was prefent, and many of which were 
managed with reafon and propriety, I ne- 
ver knew him fail of wirtding up the con- 
vention, with a felf-approving fhrug cf 
fecurity, and a declaration that he was of 
neither fide. If you afk him his opinion 
concerning two parties, however refpedlable 
the one, and however unworthy the other, 
he uniformly expreffes it in that contempti- 
ble refuge of indolence and infenfibility 

there is blame on both fides. Choofe him 
an arbitrator of difputes between you and 
your neighbour, and he will invariably Jf lit 
the difference. In a colledtion of Chrifliar.s, 
ftrenuoufly afferting the evidence of revela- 
tion, he will obferve, that it is very diffi- 
cult to anfwer their arguments ; in a circle 
of infidels, ftrenuoufly oppofing it, he will 
remark, there is doubtleis much weight in 
what is advanced. With Calvinifts he paf- 
fes for a Calvinift, and with Arminians for 
an Arminian ; without affenting to either 
left, or approving of the opinions of either. 
With Whigs he is, in their opinion, a Whig, 
and with Tories a Tory; but is neither a 
Tory nor Whig, nor did he ever declare 
himfelf of either party. If he hears his bell 
friend ftigmatized for a fcoundrel, he ob- 

ferves All men have their failings. If 

his Maker is inlultcd in his prefence, he re- 
marks Men will make their obferva- 

tions. Gall 10 is neither the friend, nor 
the enemy of any man, party, or caufe. — 
All perfons of unworthy charadters engaged 
in difreputable parties, or holding opinions 
incapable of beirg fupported, are pleafed 
with Gallio ; for he never cenfures their 
charadters, opinions, or purpofes ; bui makes 
fuch obfervations, as look like approbation.

taftrophe which occafioned his death mull 
not' be told 1 Honou r , -is a facred tye ;

brimftone to fumigate, which dellroys the worm. 
One pound of brimftone will be fufficient for near

to be defiruclive to caterpillars which at this fiafon 
are beginning to prey cn the orchards of appletrees) 
viz. fplit the end of a pole or flick, put therein a 
few brimftone matches, fet them on fire and hold 
the pole underthe neft, and the caterpillars will pe- 
rilh. A pole thus lighted wiil anfwer for three or 
four nefls.

many Proiejlant churches, innovations are 
dangerous ! therefore old abfurd tenets and 
rites, rendered venerable by age and cuff- 
om, raa.l be retain d, and all the attempts 
for reformation prove ineffectual. And 
muff the like invariable attachment to ojd 
cuftoms fetter us in Politics ? May we no: 
amend imperfections, and introduce any 
better regulations, for fear of the ccnfure 
of Innovations ? To what purpofe do we 
enjoy liberty, and where is the advar.m—

of our improvements in knowledge, and ac- 
quaintance with things civil and religious, 
and with the various parts of learning in 
this enlightened age, if old cuftoms muff 
ftill altogether govern us in Practice, tho’ 
we are convinced of their defeifts and ab- 
furdity i where can be the danger in nia- 
king alterations in things that evidently 
need to be altered ? may not this be done 
without the charge of lickleneis and incon- 
ltancy ?

fyftem of our jurifprudence, and that allows 
tacii town to and \vc have no ri^ht 

to reitrain them, without running in the 
very face of the conffitution. Perhaps there 
might have been fome weight in fuch an ob- 
jection, while we were a Colony dependent 
on the crown of Great Eriiain, but there 
can be none in it now we are become an , 
independent ffate. 

Our Afiembly, cfpecidly when they 
t^novv tne minds of their conffituents, have 
as good a right to amend fome things that 
are found defeils in our conffitution, and 
that are but circumffantial, as they had to 
adopt it ; and this they may do without 
weakening the main pillars of it. 

Upon the whole. Gentlemen, I can con- 
ceive ot no weighty objection again!! lcfien- 

ing the number of your reprefentatives ; 

but there are many reaibns which ffronoly 
recommend it. It would fave much colt, 
aud certainly when the public taxes are fo 
g.eat, and tne burden fb heavy, we ought 
to ta;ce every prudent mcafurc to lighten 

them — Our reprefenration has been 

more than double to moil of the dates in 
the confederacy, on their new tftabllsh- 


ment. Particularly the MafTachufctts, 
who have ever been remarkably tenacious 
of liberty, from whom Connecticut was at 
lirll fettled, and with whom we have al- 
ways retain’d a great fimilarity in manners 
and cuftoms, and the neareft connexion in 
tilings civil and religious, yet they have 
thought it fufficient to have perhaps lefs than 
half our reprefentation, according to the 
number of inhabitants, and have only an 
annual choice. 

A fingle deputy, if he is in any tolerable 
degree capable of the office, (and you aim 
to chufe fuch as are) will be fufficient to re- 
prefent his own town in any important 
matters that particularly concern it, efpeci- 
ally when he knows the minds of his con- 
ffituents, and is inffruCled by them : and 
things of a more public nature, which con- 
cern the Hate in general, are quite as likely 
to be condufted wifely, by Seventy repre- 
fentatives, with the concurrence of the upper 
houfe, as by an Hundred aud Forty. 

Our double reprefentation has been long 
complained of by many of our beft citizens 
as a needlefs coft and burthen, and a mere 
clog to public bufinefs : and now is the 
time. Gentlemen, and Fellow-Citizens, 
to exert yourfelves to have it removed : and 
it is expeCted, even by your deputies them- 
felves, that you fhew your minds in this 
cafe, and accordingly give your inftruCli- 
011s. If the affair do not take its life from 
you, nothing will be done. If you are 
willing to be at the coft of fending two, 
they will be willing to go, and fo the cull- 
om will be continued. The fuppofed hon- 
our of the office, acquaintance with public 
affairs, good company and good living are 
ftrong inducements to human nature, and 
it requires a great degree of patriotifm and 
difinterefted regard to the public good to 
refill them. 

Another thing worthy of your confidcra- 
tion is, inffead of two, to have but one 
Freemen’s meeting in a year; and that 
your deputies, as well as the members of 
tne council, be chofen to ferve a whole year.

Their long-boat not being fufficient to car- 
ry off their plunder, they took the fnow’s 
yawl, with which and their own boat they 
went off. — About ten at night they permit- 
ted the Captain and his lour men to return 
to the fnow, exchanging their long-boat 
for the fnow’s yawl. \

AUGUST 8th, 1786. 

R ESOLVED, That the ftandard of the 
United States of America, for gold 
and filver, fhall be eleven parts fine and one 
part alloy. 

That the money unit of the United States, 


being by the refblve of Congrefs of the 6th 
July, 1785, a dollar, ihall contain of fine 
filver, tl'.ree hundred and feventy-five grains, 
aud fixty-four hundredths of a grain. 

That the money of account, ’correfponding 
with the divifion of coin, agreeably to the 
above refolve, proceed in a decimal ratio, 
agreeably to the forms and manner follow- 
ing, viz. 

Mills, The loweft money of account, of 
which one thoufand (hall be equal to the 


federal dollar, or money unit, - o,ooj 
Cents, the highert copper piece, 
one hundred fhall equal the federal 
dollar, - 0,010 

Dimes, The lowed filver coin, 
equal to one tenth of the do'lar, 0,100 
Dollar, The highell filver coin. 1,000 


That betwixt the dollar and the loweft 
copper coin, as fixed by the refolve of con- 
grels of the 6th July, 1785, there fliali be 
three filver coins, and one copper coin. 

The filver coins (hall be as follows : One 
coin containing one hundred and eighty- 
feven grains, and eighty-two hundredths of 
a grain of fine filver, to be called a Half 
dollar : One coin containing feventy five 
grains, and one hundred and twenty- 
eight thoufandths of a grain of fine filver, 
to be called a Double Ditn : and one coin 
containing thirty-feven grains, and five 
hundred and fixty-four thoufands of a grain 
of fine filver, to be called a Dime. 

That the two copper coins fhall be as fel- 
lows : One equal to the hundredth part of the 
federal dolar, to be called A Cent : And one e- 
qual to the two hundredth part of a federal 
dollar, tobe called A Half Cent. 

That two pounds and a quarter avoirdu- 
poife weight of copper fhall conftitutc or.e 
hundred cents. 

That there fhall be two gold coins : One 
containing two hundred and forty fix grains 
and two hundred and fixty-eight theuiandths 
of a grain of fine gold, equal to ten dollars, 
to be (lamped with the iropreftion of the 
American eagle, and to be called An Eagle : 
One coin containing one hundred and twen- 
ty-thiee grains and one hundred and thirty- 
four thoufandths of a grain of fine gold, e- 
qual to five dollars, to be ftamped in like 
manner, and to be called A H. lj-Eagle. 

That the mint price of a pound troy 
weight of uncoined filver, eleven parts fine 
and one alloy, fhall be nine dollars, nine 
dimes and two cents. 

That the mint price of a pound troy 
weight of uncoined gold, eleven parts fine 
and one part alloy, fnall be two hundred and 
nine dollars, feven dimes and (even cents.
